Ind fozafmuche as thysſcruyceon 
the Seas ſþal mach conduc? to the furtheraunce o. the honoz, and ſeruite of the Realme, 
bwhyche eucrye good Subiecte oweth to tender, and to hys vttermoſte power accozdpng 
to hys degree and vocation, to aduaunce and ſettetozthe , 
iz er hyghnes cftſoncs willeth and requpzeth al iuſtices of peace, Matozs, Sherifes, and 
other the lapde offpcers, that they do attend to the diligent and care tull execution of the 
pꝛempſſes, as tbep and euer of them tende her maieſties fauour, and wil anſwer fox ths 
eontrarpe at his oz then extreme perils.
